"NVn quite uiulor.st.iiul tliiit,'' said 
I lie si.'eptio of our pnrty, wiio was wont 
ill the sGcui-ity of friomlly intorcourso, 
lo eiiaractei'izo all such prefaces n.s 
ineie introductions to some trcmendoii.s 
blank, blank, blank, wliich trio tlie

(>u the occasiou in cuioslioii, liow- 
I'vtT, we Imd donned our best ijoliavior 
a garment which diil not sit ungrace- 
fully on some of us ; and our host, who 
was about to draw out from tbo .stores 
of memory one narrative for our enter 
niinniciit was .scarcely the person lie 
loiv wlioiii even .lack Hill would have 
I dled to e.vpre.ss his cyniiinl and imbc*- 
lii'viiig views.

Tlio government iiuv.! r.iisc.l d storm 
about their ears at Now Westminster, 
as well aa Victoria, becsiuse of their 
base and unmanly course on the lies 
pitnl resolution ; ami Messrs. liuow.v, 
McGiLLiVRAYancl nAiaas,mciiibers for 
WL'Stiniiistw Uity and District, in tlieir 
eajjprness to suii[iort ovorythiug tliu 
government favors have cooked n pretty 
kettle of liab for thouiaclvea; and, 
i'faith, thev'll have to cat it.

It will be borne in mind that at the 
time tiie debate was going on attention 
was culled to the fact that no eoniplaint 
agayist the niaiiagotnent of any of the 
hospitals in tho province had been 
made.

McGillivray shi-uld 
not have thrown tlie first stone, ina.smuch 
as a scrutiny of tho lists reveal.s the fact 
that his own immediate neighliorhood is 
tho only one that lias contributed nothiu'j!

The House uuaniniously voted to 
offer 85000 for ll;e ejection of a- woolen 
mill within tho province. Exccjition 
was taken to the snialhiess of the 
grant; and Messr;;. .Smithe and .llartA 
tlid not fail to remind tlie minister of 
finance that four years age he ojniosed 
a similar Bcheme and that hi.s oppo,si- 
tiou then proved tlie means of defeat- 
ing a project for the erection of a mill bv 
capitalists at Victoria. \Ve are some 
what sorry that tho anti-Chineso clau.se 
was not retained; but. it would probably 
have been evaded. It now remains for 
this municipality to iib'-rnilj endow 
the scheme and to make a supremo ef- 
fort to eatablish Victoria as a manu- 
facturing centre. Wc are atitliorized 
by a large property-holder in tho suburbs 
to say that lio will donate all tho land 
required as a site for the mill. What 
will iLo counei! do ?

WOOLEN MILL IIONCS. 

tloii«o won t into committee on tlic message 
of the Lieut. -Goveinor as to granting ii 
bonuB to a woolen mill, Mr. Harri.s in the 
clmir. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem moved that a b.mii.s 
not e.\coeding ^oOOO be ollerod to any 
person who will erect a woolen mill in the 
I'vovincQ costing not le.s.s than ?20,000 
and containing the necessary raachinery 
for a '• two set " mill with 10 looms run- 
ning at least 100 .spindles and capable of 
annually manufacturing without employ- 
ing Chinese labor not less than 75,000 Ib.s. 
<if pulled wool into yarn, blankets, lian- 
iiels, tweeds, &c. The mill to be .siiliji-ot 
to the approval of the Lieut. -floveiimr in 
coiincil. 

The hon. member said that in paying 
over the subsidy it would be necessary to 
call iu the assi.staace of an expert to say 
whether the mill was such as to entitle it 
to the subsidy. Tlie govcrnineiu had had 
considerable difliculty in obtaining infor- 
mation from manufacturers, but after 
much deliberation a scliemo was armnged 
for the consideration of the House. About 
128,000 pounds of wool were produced 
in the province last year. He thought a 
33000 grant would suit tlie country butter 
than $i0,000j as a small mill would meet 
the rcquiromentB of the country better 
than a large one. Ho believed that 75,- 
000 pounds was a libei-al ostimste of the 
amount of wool product that would bo 
manufactured in this province for the first 
year or two after construction, the 
balance being exported. No man would 
erpct a mill costing more than §20,000 
until ho had felt lii.s way and ascertained 
what the country woulcl bear, 

Mr. Wilson.— Is the 820,000 to uuver 
iho cost of the building, lot and machin- 
ery/ The lot might cost $10,000. 

lion. Mr. Walkem said it covered the 
entire cost of the establishment. 

Mr. Wilson.— It ought to apply to thp 
machinory and buildings only. 

Mi'. Williams thought 35000 meant no 
mill. The government should have of- 
fered §10,000, as woolen mills would bo 
very oxpehsivo and required in addition 
to the cost of erection .*25,000 or 830,000 
c apital to slaj-t it, Ho ha4 hoped tho 
amount would bo 810,000 and ha would 
not allow the Governor in council to [hish 
upon tlie mill or say whether the grant 
h.ad been fairly earned. 

Mr. Smithe said the clauap respecting 
C'Jiincso labor meant nothing because it 
did not actually prohibit the employment 
of Chinese labor. Every oraployt! miglii 
bo a cidnaman; and still tho owners be in 
a position to claim the bonus. He agreed 
in a great measure with the .Attorney 
General. An extensive mill at tlie 
present was not necessary. It would bo 
bettev for the woolen interest if the mill 
wa,M e.^tabliHhetl on a small scale than on 
a large one. The manufacturct's would 
bo only able to command a certain 
amount of tho wool for some time; but 
he thought the bonus should have boon 
§7000; but as it was not comiictcnt for a 
private member to increaso the vote and 
ho would therefore support tho resolution. 

Uv, Wilson had talked to-day with two 
rartioH who stated that unless the amount 
was .supplementetl by municipal grant 
tin; government bonus would be neitlior 
hero iior there. In Canada, lie was fcold, 
that at Sherbrooko, §30,000 bt)mi8, 
eniption from taxation for a term of years 
and 2/i acroa of land to a inill.i'ucuiitly 
eroctctl there. He was further 
told that tlie grant would amount 
to nothing towards getting a liist class 
factory with modern machinery. Ton 
thousand dollars would have been more 



eflectivo than S'oOOO. Trader.s would 
where they could buy the best, iiiid if a 
good mill were atartcil it would absorb 
tliQ entire wool traile. Skilled hands 
were necessary, and their wages were 
generally exceptionally high. If a man 
cnint! hero with old machinery ho might 
got the bonus and his ostabiislnneiit fail 
because he could not make good goods. 
However, na a recognition of the industry 
by the government, the grant was wortli 
something, but ho hoped tlie munioipali- 
ties would be more generous than the 
government, (hear). 

JMr. E.Brown thought the grant ample; 
all the arguments he liad heard went to 
favor the coiir.so of tho government ; 
but he thought no restrictions as to tho 
class of labor to be employed should bo 
made. 

Dr. Ash bolievod that IJoOOO would 
be no inducement for liio coiistruetinn of 
a woolen mill because of tho provi.so that 
Ghinose labor .should not be employed. 
Tho mill would bo iirecliided from using 
Chinese labor f(ir ii< lOOa year, which was 
the rate at which §oOOO coultl be borrow- 
oil. The i-esolutiou slioiild bo more de- 
tinito. There ought to be a time fixed 
for paying the inoney, which sliould be 
when tho buildings and inachiiioy had 
been erected and the mill placed in run- 
ning order. There ought to be a condition 
that the manufacturer should give bonds 
not to euiploj', Chinese labor. 

Mr. E. Brown moved that th« stipuia' 
lion respecting Ciiineso labor be strckon 
out. 

Hon. Mr. Bcavcn said he had opiiosotl 
a bonus two years ago for tho reason that 
the wool then grown was not of 
a pro[)er iiuality. Since then the (piality of 
wool liad been improved, and ho was now 
in favor of this grant. He could not .see 
that the existence of tho mill lately es- 
tablished at Shfrbrnnke tlttod into tlii.s 
argument at all. .\ iiilll of this (.ia.ss 
would use ;dl tlie wool grown in tiiis 
country in 'M days. The government 
had taken the opinion of oxjjerienced men 
and had arrived at the conclusion that 
their ofl'er was suited to the rociuireinents 
of the country. .\b..ut 822,000 worth of 
blankets were imported hero last year, 
costing about i;2.80 [ler blanket. 12K,- 
000 pounds I if woril was exported last 
year, having been sold at Unrloccntsper 
pound. He believed a woolen mill would 
p.ay under these circumstances, that tho 
condition as tl) Chinoso labor would not 
make the slightest dillerenco to the manu- 
facturer and that tho olTfr of tho gov- 
ernment would bo civ)WiH'd with success. 

Mr. Mara .saiil ho had listiMiod with 
surprise and i>leasiiro to the remarks of 
tho finance minister on thin subject. On 
a previous oecasion ho h.id bittorlv op- 
posed even a .'jmall grant !;f i:2000fort!!e 
purpose and derided the ([uantity and 
qualitj- of the wool grown hove. His posi- 
tion had caused several [larties who pro- 
jected a woolen mill iu tho province at 
that time to withdraw. He congratulated 
him upon his conversion. He (Mr. Afara) 
contended that a woolen mill would pay 
and that it would have jiaid years ago. 
[Hear.] The small sum of .*5000 would 
cause tlie matter to be thoroughly venti- 
lated, would attract attention to the mat- 
ter and would result in tho building of a 
mill.

striction. Manufacturers should bo al- 
lowed to choose their own labor; but still 
it aiiioiinted to nothing, because after 
the manufacturer had got his money he 
could employ such labor as he choso. 

Hon. Jlr. Boaven tried to explain that 
ho had opposed a bonus for the woolen 
mill several years ago because tho wool 
thou raised wa.s of a tliflcront character to 
that raised now. 

Mr. Mara said the hoti. gentleman had 
changed his opinion and had changed it 
for tho better [laughter]. 

Mr. Ctalbraith supported iho Govern- 
ment sciieme heartily, with tho exception 
of tho Chinese restriction olauso. The 
manufacturer should have free trade in 
the labor market, as he wtmld liavi- l<i 
compete with tho cheap labor of Ontario. 
Ho believed the municipalities would 
siipplemont this grant largely, as they do 
in Canada. 

Mr. Smithe said that in consequence of 
the strong stand taken by the present 
minister of finance against tho granting 
of a bonus iu 1877, came the failure of ;i 
scheme at that time, which was all but an 
acGomplished fact. When the fiiiance 
minister declared on tho floor of the 
House that any m.an who woidd put his 
moiioy into such an enterprise might as 
well tiirow it into .lames Bay confidence 
was sbakon and the scheme fell through. 
The resolulidii prescribing the kind of 
labor meant nothing. Any firm might 
employ wliom they liked and still get the 
money; it meant nothing. Tho clau.se 
should be struck out. 

Mr. Ilelgesen was siirpriseil .-it hon. 
gentleiiioii adviicatiiig the employment of 
Chinese. It was time that wo did some- 
thing for our own people. Ho believed a 
woolen mill would pay. There was no other 
place in Canada where it would pay so 
well. Indians sloiuld be given a fair show 
to work in a wooloii mill : Init Chinese 
should not bo encouraged. 

INlr. Galbraith repudiated the charge of 
having advocated Chinese labor. Nn 
hon. gentleman had done so. (Ho.ar.) 

I^Ir. Bonnott hoped the objectionable 
clauso would bo stricken out. He wa.s 
not focd of Chinese labor, but ho was told 
there were manufacturing intcroats in 
Victoria that could not bo carried on 
without ■Chinese labor. He hoped the 
mill woidd be run without it ; but he did 
not want to see a clause retained in the 
schemo that might defeat it. It was bet- 
ter to say nothing at all about the matter 
— to refrain as much a.i possible from 
ham))ering this industry and not lU'eju- 
dice it in any way. 

Hon. Mr. W.-ilkcni, after an oxnlaiia 
lion, said ho accepted the ;iinendMU-ni ro- 
speoting the labor question, fearim; to im- 
peril the Bcheino if it won! loft in. 

Mr. Williams had hoped to mn-. tho siuu 
^tlO.OOO and Chinese labor ]irohibited 
.so as to afford white boys and girls a 
chanpo to wor]? in the pi ill. He had seeil 
in LowoU, Massaohusotts, 1,500 girls at 
work in a woolon mill. What wpro wo to 
do with our young people if Chinese lalior 
was encouraged by the House? 

The resolution was then pfiaaec] and re- 
ported.

That dispiitos betweon them were referred 
to arbitration. That tho uiupire awarded 
a dissolution ;ind tho plant and materials 
of tho partnership to Adams and directed 
him to pay therefor to Milne the sum of 
§1780. The award vaa silent as to the 
leasehold interests of lands on which tho 
partnership machinery was situate. 

This was a rehearing with additioiuil 
evidence of an application on the part of 
Adam.? before tho Chief Justice on the 
ild Feb. last to sot aside tho award on the 
ground that it did not give to Adams the 
leasehold interest originally the property 
of Milne, but which by the partnership 
agroenicnt became partnership |)roperty. 
It was also urged for Adams that it wouhl 
be inequittiblo now for the court to refer 
back the award to the umpire for correc- 
tion bocau.se Adams had lost the oppor- 
tunity of making advantageous purchases 
for tho business and which were open to 
him after tho making of tho award. 
Furllierinore^ that ho had engaged a mil- 
ler and was responsible in respect of the 
engagement. Tliat Milne had refused to 
give possession of tho leasehold promises, 
notwithstanding that Adams had deposit- 
ed with Jlilne's arbitrator the sum arard- 
ed to bo paid to Milne upon the terms of 
his declaring the mill in good working 
order and assigning tho lease. 

For Milne it was contended that the 
award was good on its face. That tho 
iiiupiro ni.it having mentioned tho lease 
must be taken to havo awarded in respect 
of all uiattera in ditFeronco including tho 
lease or that it was not brought before 
him speci.'illy, and from cither view the 
award was good. .Mso, that .Vdains had 
paid the sum of .*]730 pursuant to the 
awaril on tho 22n(l of November, that 
Milne was always ready to a.ssign the 
lease upon payment of that sum. That 
Adams had not depo.sitcd the whole of tliat 
sum until tho lOtli January and then on- 
ly upon (.'ondilioiis he was not entitled to ! 
e.\ael. That .Milne had been damageil 
by the iinn-payment of the money on '_'2nd 
Xovcmber ni.d in any oveiit tlu^ leave was 
valueless. 

In re))iy it was contended .\(laiU'i could 
j bo in no default in respect of abad awaid. 
ji i That tho leaso had been specially iiioii- 
I. I tioiu'd in tho arbitration and had not 
been de.alt with liy tho uiiij)ire, although 
of considerable value to the coiilinuing 
partner. That .Vdams had deposited tho 
reciuired aiiionnt on fair conditions and 
in liopo of a peaceful sottlement, but pos- 
session had been repeatedly refused. That 
inasmuch :is Adams could not be restored 
lo the position ho would have boon in 
had tho award been perfect tho court 
would not refer it back for ratification.

OoxLsumers Froteotion Sooioty. 

It is riiinored that a society will shortly 
bo organized under tho above title. The 
object of the society will be to protect the 
consumer from iinprincipled trades- 
men and others, and to bring within 
reasonable bounds tho exorbitant pro- 
fits now realized by retail traders. It is 
asserted that many articles nf consump- 
tion arc largely adulterated and palmed 
off on the public as giMiuitic. One object 
of tho society will be (under authority) to 
analyze suspected goods, and if found im- 
pure to expose the vendor. They will 
promote and encour.igo eo-operativo stores 
w!iei-e only gemiino articles nf tirsl rato 
tpiality are kojit and full weight guaran- 
teed, which, will effect a saving to 
tho consumer nf from 20 to .^0 per cent. 
They propose to publish periodically in 
the local newspapers a statement of tho 
wholesale prices of provisions, clothing, 
etc., to which will be added cost of 
freight, duties, incidental expenses, etc., 
and will furnish other u.seful and iin|iort- 
ant information concerning matters of 
trade, so that the consumer m.iy ascer- 
tain at a glance tho actual cost of goods 
hiid down in Victoria. They will also 
publish a list of strangers who visit, and 
slate tho reasons why they came and why 
they left it. Fanners arc to receive jiro- 
tection from the society, and every legiti- 
mate means will be used to extricate them 
from the present cruel, oppressive and 
pernicious system porsuud by certain 
storekeepers, under the name of " trade." 
They also pro])os(' to lake into oonsidera- 
tion the pxpodleni-y nf petitioning the 
Dominion (joveinment to enforce the cir- 
culation of cop])or currency in this pro- 
vince. They believe that a well organiz 
0(1 society lor the above purposes will bo 
tho means of [ilacing both dealers and 
consuiiiois on a iiiore hoiiorablo and satia- 
factorv fiiniing th.an at present exists. —

It is already tho main branch of the 
English people; and in the days that are 
at liniid the niain current of the people's 
history must rna along tho clianiiel, 
not of tho Tliaiiu's or the Mersey, but 
of the Hudson iiiid tho M ississipui. 
But distinct as those currents are every 
year proves mora clearlj that in spirit 
the English pco].ilc are one. The dis- 
tance that parted England from 
America lessens every day. Tlio ties 
that unite thein grt^w every day. The 
social and political 'diflcrences that 
threatened a luiiidred years ago to form 
an impas.sablo b,<»rrier between them 
grow every day loss. Against this 
silent aiid inevitable drift of things 
the spirit of narrow isolation on 
cither side 01 tlio Atluiitie struggles in 
vain. It is ])OHsiblo the two branches 
of the English jx^oplo will remain for- 
ever soparato political existences. It 
is likely onougli that tho older of them 
may again break in twain, and that the 
English people on the Pacific may 
assort as distiiiot a national life aa tho 
two Eiiglisli peoples on either sido the 
Atlantic. But the sjiirit, the influence 
of all these branches will remain ono. 
And in thus remaining one, before half 
a conlurv is over it will change the 
face of 'the world. As 200,000,000 
of EiiglishniLMi fill tho vallev of the 
Mississippi, . -is .'50,000,000 of English- 
uioii assert their lordship over Austral- 
asia, this vast power will tell through 
Britain on tho old world of Europe, 
whose iiat ions will have shrunk into 
iiisigniticanco before it. What the 
issues of such a workl-wido change may 
be, not oven tho wildest dreamer would 
dare to droain. But one issue is inevi- 
table. In the centuries that lie before 
us the iiriinacy of tho world will lie 
with the En^rlish people. English 
institutions, English speech, English 
thought, will become the main feature 
of the political, tho social and the in- 
tellectual life of mankind.

Another, who was re- 
cently in America, is equerry to Prince 
Leopold. His eldest sister is a member 
of the Queen's household, hia youngest 
sister is a lady of the bedchamber to 
the Princess Helena. The Prince of 
Wales is the godfather of Ids eldest son. 
Few English families have stood nearer 
to the throne than the Yorkes. The 
first peer was Lord Chancellor in 1736, 
and his son sat on the woolsack in 1770. 
The prosentearl was comptroller of the 
Royal Household. Hemarried a daugh- 
ter of Lord Cowley and is a Conserva- 
tive in politics. 

A Cow WITH A Wooden Leo. — A 
valuable heifer belonging to a farrarr 
near Northallerton, England, recently 
broke its leg, and it had to be ampu- 
tated. The animal has since been fitted 
with a wooden log, on which it moves 
about witli_ tho utmost ease, which 
proves the absurdity of hastily ordering 
tho destruction of animals that meet 
with such accidents.
